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A  Question  For  You 

Students  have  been  criticized  a  lot  lately  for 
chapel  conduct.  We've  done  some  of  the  criticiz¬ 
ing.  Now  we  want  to.  do  a  little  defending. 

If  chapel  is  to  be  compulsory,  why  not  get 
speakers  who  will  speak  on  some  subject  of  vital 
interest— something  the  students  are  interested  in— 
and  that  doesn't  always  mean  men  and  going 
home  on  weekends. 

For  instence,  we  students  plclc  up  our  newspa¬ 
pers  every  day  and  read  about  strikes  which  tie 
up  countless  industries.

We  don't  believe  atomic  energy  is  just  a  fan¬ 
tastic  superman  creation.  We're  vitally  concerned 
about  it.  We  listened  whole-heartedly  to  Dr.  Jones 
of  Emory,  who  spoke  to  us  on  one  phase  of  this 
subject.  Why  not  some  others  to  give  us  other 
phases? 

And  lastly,  why  not  a  student  board  to  help 
plan  chapel  programs? 

Then  maybe  we  wouldn't  go  to  sleep,  read, 
rustle  letters  and  papers,  or  just  plain  talk.  We 
said  "maybe."  Isn't  it  worth  a  try? 

Maybe  we're  just'  overly  optimistic.  Maybe  we 
won't  listen  to  any  sort  of  chapel  speaker  unless 
his  whole  program  Is  filled  with  jokes.  Maybe 
these  suggestions  wouldn't  work  at  all.  But  again 
we  say— Is  it  worth  a  try?
